Lytich Law. 
As a ralo, wo aro not an admirer of 
'Vigilance Comiuittcos. Yot ihoro have 
bocn occasions, when Ibo law has boon 
openly sot at dcQaiico through tho 
cowardico or connivuiioo ot its ad- 
ministrators, that a rieiDg' of tho poo* 
plo has produced a wholosoiuo moral 
effect. To one of tho VVastorii Amer- 
ican States, wo buliovo, attached tho 
credit of having first inBtiinted a oodu, 
koowD as Lynoh Law, ior tho epoedj 
trial and puniehmontof crimiDals. The 
oonntry at tbo time was infoBtod with 
murderers, gamblera and horse thifjyefl, 
and tho culprits were either ia oolln- 
Bicn with tho aatborities or tho ofBoors 
wore afraid tn do their duty. At any 
rate, whatever might have been the 
cause, tho^ ..outrflfgea opntinaed for 
years, anS'norfo 'iof the bffdndors had 
been brougut to jiialiu?, when tbo pa- 
tience ol ilio cili;-i'iid was oxliuiiMlod, 
end Olio dny, uiuicrtliu lo;i'Jort,Iui) c l a 
bold Bijirit iiair;od L> t)uh, llioy ro«f 
and hiini.'cd ^11 Uiubud chiiraulorH they 
could liiid. Tho way tho Icllowbwere 
triodaiid exocuLeil wussiuiplo ciiout;li. 
A jiny oflwolvo ineii wiis uuijjiinrclud, 
and J\lr Jjyuob nut na jiui;.>;o. Tlic 
duty of iiie jury wub to ounviijt tlio 
pi-iiiOMO'- ; tluit iif Llio jit(i;,'0, lo hui1'< 
tence biiu to bo hangt-d ; and llid duly 
ol judgo, jury and populace (no tbi.fc 
all might bo equally involved) was to 
lay Iboir liandB on a ro|>o and run llic 
villain up to a tree-branch. This- 
eamuiary mode ot disposing of oviK 
doers soon rid tbo locality of dospciv 
adoes, and tho example was Boon 
followed ia other States with bonc£» 
cial rcsaltSi The.code has obtained 
a world'<wido ropatation ander the 
appellation ot "Lynoh Law," in hon- 
or of the first "judge." Its operations 
have been confined principally to tho 
American Stales and torritorios. Very 
few inslancoB of the administration 
of Lynch Law have ooonrred on Brit« 
ish g'-ouod. Hero, inBrilish Columbia, 
in ISoS, tho California minora who 
first rushed lo Fraaor Eivor destroyed 
several Indian villages and killed Botne 
of the inhabitant.". That all'air, more 
properly speaking, was a "war" in 
which th« rod man was tho aggressor; 
and the only real case ol Lynching 
(previous to yesterday) wo roincinber 
to buvo heard of in tho Colony 
•was whera a number of miner fi 
hnng an old Indian, near LHlooot, 
early in lS59, fo^&loaling. TbeKoote- 
nay case (to wb'ch brief allusion is 
made by telefrapii) scema to have 
been a terrible affair. One account 
claims that Gaggin, tho Magistrate, 
■was poisoned by tho desperado ; but 
tbisis doubtlnl, ,aB it is well known 
tho deceased gentleman had lain at 
the point of death for some weeks. 
That the constable of the district was 
shot and Mlled is undoubtedly correct. 
The murderer then appears to- have 
made lor tho Boundary Lino, to which 
he was pnrsncd by tho infuriated 
miners and killed. Ardent believers 
in law and order may deprecate tbo 
infliction cf fiummary ponishmenc by 
an nnautboritiod body; but we con- 
ceive tliat tbo cxtciuionor.i of the 
•wrcleh Brown showed by the cnurso 
they adopted a proper luri just appro 
cialion of tbo law. Tho magi.-iirato 
was dead. Wlio was to insuo a war- 
rant? Tho conBlublc was shot. V/lio 
was to pursue tho as/,ii:ir.iii 't Cleaily, 
with the rcprcBcntative.j of tlio law 
power of tho Govomuicnt, lying dead 
before thorn, tho ri^^ht, tho duty of the 
people was to i)roveut tho lligiiL ol 
the evil-door. They hud to choose 
•between tho escape of the mui deror 
and his summary punishment. Aware 
that ho was guilty of a capital offence 
in the oy03 ot tbo law, and well know- 
in;'- that il ho crossed the line ho was 
Bftfo from purauit, they decided to 
shoot him down. Paradoxical as tho 
usHorlion may--^ appear, when tho 
minors took tho law into thoir own 
bands and ejii cutod tho criminal, they 
showed a high appreciation of that 
lawand apheldjits mujesty.

very well executed. One of his vrhisilea 
was decidedly iog8nioa3, consiaiing of a 
lube fitted into the necic of a bladder, nhieh 
being comproaaod in tho hand, K^^d out 
musical notedi Oa shore ihoy appearoJ lo 
have a plentiful supply of the neecssatios of 
life, 03 numerous deer, beaver, halibut, ware 
.seoQ in thoir huusoa. Wo loft Bella Bulla 
next morning (I2ih) and noobored the 
Hamc cToning at Lowe lalat, situated io 
Greenville Channel, a song aQchoroge, the 
inlet running up aboat Ibrea miles, where a 
river fulls iu. Here some of oar party who 
went CD shore saw namerona tioy glitteriog 
specks in the sand, brouj^ht do>vn hy the 
river, and fancied ibey had diseovered v<ilua^ 
ble diggings. Tlio spocimons brought on 
board, however, inrned out to be only iron 
pyrites. Next d.»y (12th), wo prooeedcd, 
passing tho burveyin^ stcimer Alesandra in 
LawHon liarbor, and arrived iu tho (uiciioun 
in Motlnkalla roads. Tho voyai^o from 
[^ort Rupert waa through a Euoceia^on of 
sheltered ebunools, thn ocean evvnil being 
only felt for nboot 20 miles, in passing be- 
tween Oape Scott and tba ontrance of Fitz- 
hagh Sonod. The rest was inlaod naviga- 
tion, intricate, bat perhaps tba smoothest in 
tho Facifio, Many ot the arobipolagoes 
passed through were of surpatgiii'^'ly 
beantiful, the scenery being almost of a hi(;lj- 
land character, the Mhoros vvondod close to tho 
wiiler'a ed(»e, DUin-:;rou3 c;u)iilj rtsoiubiing 
a succoBsiou of inland lakes, dotted with 
many beautiful islotfl ; the scenery ever- 
varying in iihade and ojtliec, ani eon- 
Billing of open ghidos and g'liitly Hlopiii;,' 
aeIivitio9, at others, of snow clad pcuk^ and 
inooDtains, oleft by deep ravines, down 
whose sides thundered impetuous moun- 
'ain torrents; while novr and again a glimpse 
was caught of tba snow olad Caeoade range, 
la passing along there might be seen occu- 
Hionally a long nvenoe cleared in the forest 
from the top to the bottom of tho mountains — 
tliu work of some devastating snow aviilLinche; 
'.ho result of tho nielliig ol tho unow, 
p3:h»p3 in eomo imiiuieeH proeecdin;^ from 
distunt ylioicrs. Motliikallila id uituatjd 
on tljD eo^J-'t, abo'Jt tho niiildlo of tbo 
\7i3.itorn I'iilo of tho Chyuiji.-'oun pcningnlu. 
Thi.s peiiiri-nl.i, inhabited by tho Chympaean 
tribe, ia ubuut -IU miles long by 20 broad and 
is washed on three sides by Chatham Sound, 
Port Eesiogtun and Work's Canal. The 
Mission of MollakalblA is silaated on a 
little bay protected by several small islands ; 
the village being built on a triangular pieoa of 
land jailing out into tbo bay. The oburoh, 
and Mr Duncan's tho missionary's ho'iso are 
situated ut tfie iipe.v, vvhilst tn-o ro .v;i of Iioiij'.g 
occupy tho eidei. (jlovornor Sijyniour hiiijud 
10 inspect the [ilacii, umi w^i ree-'iv-.'d by Air 
Dnt)ean,f''j[iportid liy 1 fi eon itabies dreiiiid iii 
ttflilliTV ii:)iform iiil a ;!,ii!ird of lii/nor, and tin:

They nil tang in a very cpiriled iiiaim'jr '(J oil 
S.ivi) tho Qneeii.' T/ie (Jovernor nltefwardn 
walked round tho villago and inspected the 
ibu Bito of tbo proposed saw mill, which in 
abont to be erooiod on a stream at the end of 
iha villago. We found great iroprovemoots 
had taken place since our last visit a year ogo. 
Four or five acres have been oloured bebiud 
the villsge and ate intended to furra a public 
park and tbo site of a new ohurob ; the road 
in front of tho tiounos hna boon widened imd 
the bank Htri:nc;thcned by palli-iule-!, wlicre 
it was tailing; in, wliilu on llui beach a phit- 
loriTi hiiuheen coiistruclod to hno.l np eaiioet, 
and n pier where n Bohoonoi- can coine 
alongiddo and land hur cargo ot any sla^'o ol 
the tide. Numerous new houses have been 
run np, which are an ' improvemotit 
on the older ones, liaviug rooms at eooh end 
boarded off for Ibo different families, tetaini 
ing tho central apartmeol with Ore in the 



very tasteful in their furniture, cheap prints, 
matting, mIrrerB, easy chairs, nnd other civ- 
ilized surroandiugs boiog common. There 
arc about 32 houses, oaoh aocommodoting a 
fjtnily no] their collatoral relations. Tho pop- 
ulation nuinbera about GOO. Many of 
them nro relations, who although still hoa» 
thenn, bavo followed thoir christian relations 
lo whom they have been attached, and to 
doubt ultimatoly will be gathered into the 
christian fold. In tho meantime they oon- 
lorin to tho regulations of ttia place. About 
100 of tho population are Oiitocbumons, and 
300 more are desirous of becoming so. They 
all. look intelligent, wear Epglisb clothing 
and are clean and ooinfortabla in appearance 
HiB Eiceliabcy after visiting the village and 
going in to eovcral of tho hoasea, iaspeolcd 
the store which Mr Duncan koepa for the 
benefit of tho Mission, to which the 
IndiQus bring their nk\n» and other produce 
to bo C'sehaiiged ior Euiopoan articles. This 
ia well atotetl v.'ith a groat variety of articles, 
elothing, blanket?, grooeriea. tobacco, 
cutkry, iuclu lin;; an air bod, steel collars, 
EiU de Cologne, hid gloves, &o. A 
large quantity of valuablB furs received in 
barter are also to be aaen, consisting of 
minx, marten, sea otter, boar, oulaoboa oil, 
Raited salmon, &n. The Governor then od« 
jonrned to Ibo cbareh, an octagonal building 
capable of holding about 5U0, which on 
the occasion was nearly lulli Ho was no- 
companied by Mr Duncan, Captain Porohcr, 
U. N., Lieut Kit3on, II. IVl. A., and Ur 
Ocinrio, R. N. His Excollcncy addrusjcd 
Iho Indians, atatini^ lh;it it afforded him 
much plii.isure lo meet them in their own 
home.-i, and to see the progro^s they wore 
making in the arts of the white man, and told 
them that what waa gooil for the 
white man was also benedoial for tbem. 
fie hoped tbey would ooniinua to per- 
severe in their well doing, and they might' 
depend on having hia protooiion, but it on 
other hand, they mifeonduettd thcinKidve;), 
the same punislunent would be awarded lo 
them as to whitcMiien. He sliould nhvayfi ha 
glad to hear of th'jm thronjjh Mr nuiiean, 
and he hoppd ut boi::c future peiiod to visit 
them o,i;',in. In nn -wer to thi.-;, peveral of 
the ol;i:!fii ppciko. They taij thiij Were as yot 
weal: and reiiuited protection; that they had 
numerous enemies; that they wore like the 
eg:;s that a bird took care of; that they 
were very grateful to the Governor for hia 
promised euppuit and for bis coming so fur 
to see tbem ; they also begged bim to u'o 
hia tnfluonoe to stop tbo potlatcbes amongst 
the neighboring tribes, wh ch they believed 
to bo tho groat eouroo of vico, so muoli 
fl), that ovon Indiana would prostituiu 
tlioir own children in order to ucquiru 
property lo give away for the purpose 
ol display, and that dniog away with 
thorn would be a );reat IevtrLi;.^o to raiso the 
Indiana. The Governor in reijly stated tli.il 
the subject of the potlatcbes sboald have his 
ccnsidaration and that bs disapproved of ihem 
Ha said no doubt alihougb tbey were young 
and weak as a people tbey bad advanced 
considerably towards an equality with the 
whites. Tbey worshipped tbo same Qod, 
believed in the same creed, had houses 
constructed after the English fashion, a flioto, 
f^ood roads, and a sawmill. That ho hoped 
to hear of adv.inceinont, and trusted lo 
have a favorable account of them from 
.Mr Duncan. Afterward), tho Governor 
went to the schoolrooin, nnd heard Boine 
Boiiiis Hi-.:i'; by tiio girls, fourteen of 
wiiorn reside in thu houji; under iVlr Dun- 
caii's- suporvisioii, lui-.l manage all the 
household economy.

and iiIlo a varieiy of English pouga, iu- 
cliuiin;; " Checrlul in duly viiming applause,'' 
" iJiUieroiipa and Daistys'"' '• Tell mo now, 
H-.vce!. lilllo bird, who tippe.l thy wiiif^s wilh 
■juh.]," Mr Duncan aecompanying them 00 Iho 
harmonium and concertina. The copy-books 
were afterwards inspected, the style of cnli" 
gropby being very good. Tbey also read in 
Knglish dislinotly and intelligently: Alto- 
gether, the impressions formed of Mr Dun- 
can's training were very favorable, and tho 
results in the case of tho.'ro pupils would 
bear comparison with any of the morn ad- 
vanced young ladies' schools in 'Victoria, 
whilo iu iieatnc.-ia, appearance nnd 'general 
dcporlmeiit iiicy wjru tijually lady'iko.
